Child sex offender alarm

AN ANGRY ‘whistleblower’ con¬ 
ducted a leaflet-drop to make par¬ 
ents aware of a child sex offender 
mother who enters school premises 
every day to pick up her child. 

The unknown person last week 
distributed handouts in the area of 
Waulud Bank Primary School, in 
Marsh Farm, about the woman. 

The leafets detailed the mother’s 
four convictions - one count of 
engaging in a sex activity in the 
presence of a child under 16 with a 
person 18 or above, and three counts 
of making indecent photos of a 
child. 


In September the mother was 
given a 12 month jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, ordered to 
undertake 200 hours of unpaid 
work, given a five-year sexual 
offences prevention order, disquali¬ 
fied from working with children and 
placed on the Sex Offenders Register 
for ten years. 

She was found guilty on all counts 
after trial having pleaded not guilty 
to all charges. 

While Luton Borough Council is 
responsible for ensuring the safety 
of any child directly involved in the 
case, it is for Bedfordshire Police to 
decide whether or not to alert the 
school on the grounds of public 
safety. 


After that it is for the school alone 
to decide whether to inform anyone 
of the parent’s convictions. 

In this case, Luton on Sunday 
understands the school was 
informed by the police of the par¬ 
ent’s convictions. 

However, neither the police nor 
the council would confirm this. 

LoS has been unable to establish 
whether the school informed par¬ 
ents of the mother’s convictions. 

But one person, whose identity is 
not known, decided to take matters 
into their own hands and embarked 
on a campaign giving out leaflets to 
residents in the Wauluds Bank Drive 
and Purley Centre area of Marsh 
Farm naming the mother. 


Also mentioned on the handouts 
were the mother’s convictions, 
along with Waulud Bank Primary 
School, which her child attends. 

LoS knows the mother’s identity 
but has chosen not to publish it. 

We contacted Waulud Bank 
Primary in a bid to ask whether it 
had informed its children’s parents 
as to the mother’s convictions, but 
we were referred to Luton Borough 
Council for a comment. 

In a statement, the council told 
LoS: ‘As you are aware, we don’t dis¬ 
cuss individual cases. 

“But we can discuss this type of 
situation in the abstract - and in a 
case such as this we would expect 
the school to act in accordance with 


police advice in regards to inform¬ 
ing parents.’ 

A police spokeswoman said: “The 
Bedfordshire Police Public 
Protection Unit regulate people who 
are on the Sex Offenders Register 
throughout the county to ensure 
public safety. 

“These offenders are dealt with on 
a case by case basis. 

“The force do not discuss details of 
individual cases publicly but does 
share information through part¬ 
ners. 

“However, there may be occasions 
when a disclosure is made to a 
school or other organisation when 
necessary to ensure public safety is 
maintained.”

Just two per cent 
of ‘Work’ scheme 
applicants actually 
find employment

ONLY one in 50 jobless who joined the 
Government’s Work Programme have 
actually found work, according to sta¬ 
tistics revealed this week. 

The Work Programme was introduced 
by the Department for Work and Pensions 
in June last year as part of the 
Government’s bid to reduce the rate of 
unemployment and boost the ailing 
economy. 

However, despite 3,380 unemployed 
people in Luton signing up to the scheme, 
only two per cent managed to secure a 
‘job outcome’. 

This definition, set by the Government, 
refers to somebody who is in employ¬ 
ment for 26 weeks or longer, or just 13 
weeks for those who are considered to be 
in the harder to help groups. 

The programme came under fire earlier 
this week from Gavin Shuker, the Labour 
MP for Luton South, who criticised it for 
‘leaving behind many of our young peo¬ 


ple who are striving to get that first job.’ 

He said: “The statistics show the appall¬ 
ing truth that this Government’s actions 
are failing people who are trying to get 
into work to support themselves and 
their family. 

“When this was introduced, an abso¬ 
lute minimum performance level was set 
at 5.5 per cent. 

“But we now see that the scheme is only 
managing to reach two per cent with two 
in every 100 applications gaining 
employment not only in Luton, but 
across the country. 

“Of the 80 who gained employment, 
only ten of those were in the 18-24 brack¬ 
et. 

“The Government is leaving behind 
many of our young people who are striv¬ 
ing to get that first job to pay their way 
through college, or desperately trying for 
the opportunity to make that first step in 
to a career. 

“At a time when more people are falling 
into the poverty bracket, we see that this 
Government’s action just isn’t working.”

Council boss apologises 
for local newspaper ‘jibes’ 


A TOWN Hall chief has said 
sorry for comments made 
towards the local press at an 
awards ceremony. 

At Luton’s Best 2012 Awards 
on Thursday evening, Luton 
Borough Council’s corporate 
director for Environment, 
Colin Chick, criticised local 
newspapers for publishing 
‘negative stories’ about the 
town. 

In a speech to more than 
300 guests, including those 
from Luton on Sunday which 
sponsored the awards, Mr 
Chick said the town’s local 
newspapers are ‘too quick to 
write negative stories’ about 
initiatives including the city 
status bid and the Love Luton 
Festival. 

Mike Richardson, manag¬ 


ing director of Iliffe News and 
Media Central, said: “I was 
very surprised to hear Colin 
Chick putting newspapers 
down when we were in 
attendance as a media part¬ 
ner and one of the main spon¬ 
sors of the event. In fact, LoS 
has been quite the opposite, 
supporting many local events 
and initiatives, including his 
own, so Mr Chick should be 
more selective with his jibes, 
rather than lumping all news¬ 
papers together.” 

After the event, Mr Chick 
said: “I apologise if there was 
any confusion about the way 
my comments were inter¬ 
preted. They were not direct¬ 
ed at LoS.”

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Carnival could be the 
next one hit by cuts

THE trust that looks after the 
library service, museums, and 
events including Luton 
Carnival is facing dramatic 
cuts to its budget. 

Luton Cultural Services Trust 
(LCST), which spends £5.3m a 
year, could see its budget 
reduced by £1.8m by 2015. 

A Luton Borough Council 
agenda for tomorrow’s execu¬ 
tive committee meeting details 
the anticipated scale of the 
cutbacks, adding that there are 
‘likely to reduced staffing lev¬ 
els and redundancies across 
LCST’ as a result. 

The Trust currently spends 
£2.8m a year on the present 
library service, which consists 
of the town centre-based 
Luton Central Library, three 
libraries in Leagrave, Marsh 
Farm and Wigmore, four com¬ 
munity libraries in Bury Park, 
Lewsey Farm, Stopsley and 
Sundon Park, the mobile 
library and the home library 
service. 

Although any plans for a 
reduction in service would 
have to go to consultation, it 
has been suggested that two of 
the strategic libraries could be 
closed completely, with the 


Central Library also shutting 
for one day a week. 

The council has to provide a 
library service by law, but the 
legislation does not state what 
level of service is required to 
meet the statutory require¬ 
ment. 

At present, LCST provides a 
wide range of performance 
and music through the Hat 
Factory and Library Theatre, 
as well as delivering major 
events on behalf of the council, 
including Carnival event pro¬ 
duction, and annual fireworks 
and St George’s Day events. 

If cuts to the council’s budget 
were to go ahead, the Trust 
would have to operate a 
reduced arts programme, and 
compete to bring in external 
funding. 

LCST also contributes £1.05m 
a year to run Stockwood 
Discovery Centre and 
Wardown Park Museum, as 
well as a schools service. 

Budget reductions would 
mean the museums would be 
forced to find ways at staying 
open at a lower cost. 

Suggestions include finding 
more donations, and charging 
for temporary exhibitions and 
events. 

Officers would then report 
back with the findings of the 
consultation in May.

Car allowance spending is revealed 


MORE than £2 million in the 
past two years has been 
spent on car allowances for 
council staff. 

Figures from a Freedom of 
Information Request seen by 
Luton on Sunday show that 
£2,150,000 was spent by 
Luton Borough Council in 
the period of 2010-2012 on 
car allowances. 

The payments were made 
to council officers on ‘essen¬ 


tial’ and ‘casual’ car allow¬ 
ances schemes. 

In 2010/11 766 officers on 
the ‘essential’ scheme 
received £965,299.53 in 
allowances and in 2011/12 
the number of officers on 
the same scheme dropped to 
730 with the payments also 
falling to £891,095.67. 

The officers on the ‘casual’ 
scheme in 2010/11 was 
1,588, with payments at 


£185,879.26. In 2011/12 the 
officer number was at 1,503 
and payments at £108,639. 

The council’s pay policy 
statement states that 
employees earning between 
£35,430 and £59,546 are 
entitled to car allowance of 
£3,203 per year. 

Heads of service are on 
£3,990, corporate directors 
on £4,615 and the chief exec¬ 
utive on £5,618. 


A spokesman for the coun¬ 
cil said: “We appreciate that 
allowances, which are paid 
to certain staff to reimburse 
them for costs incurred as 
part of their day-to-day 
duties, are a concern to 
some people, so we would 
like to reassure residents 
that we are in discussions 
with trade unions on a range 
of pay terms and condi¬ 
tions.”

A THREE-YEAR-OLD 
was left with a swollen 
hand after a senior 
nurse wrongly injected 
antibiotics into his 
hand tissue instead of 
his veins. 

Herbie Kane, of 
Dunstable, was taken to 
Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital by his parents 
Dean Kane and Louise 
Rowles after having a 
fit. 

On arrival he was 
given a high dose of IV 
antibiotics as well as a 
series of blood tests and 
a lumbar puncture. 

But during a follow-up 
visit to the hospital his 
hand swelled up after 
being given a further 
round of antibiotics. 

Since then Mr Kane 
and his wife have writ¬ 
ten a complaint to the 
hospital. They received 
a reply last week, but 
they said they are 
unhappy with it. 

Mr Kane said: “When 
we first went to the hos¬ 
pital we were happy 
with the treatment 
Herbie received from 
the other nurses. 


“On our visit there the 
nurse gave him the 
antibiotics and he start¬ 
ed screaming in pain. 

“Her colleague walked 
by and she talking to 
her about something 
unrelated while our son 
was crying in pain. 

“Me and my wife 
couldn’t believe it. She 
had wrongly put it into 
his hand tissue and 
when she saw that 
something was wrong 


she stopped and tried 
squeezing his hand to 
make it better. 

“We wrote a letter to 
the hospital last month 
and their response is 
unacceptable. 

“Someone in her posi¬ 
tion should know what 
she is doing. 

“We want reassurance 
that she will go on some 
sort of training to make 
sure this never happens 
again to another child.” 


In a response to the 
complaint, Tanith Ellis, 
the L&D’s children’s 
service general manag¬ 
er, said the nurse ‘was 
extremely sorry for any 
distress she may have 
caused during this time 
and will reflect on the 
care she gave Herbie on 
that occasion.’ 

A spokesman for the 
hospital said: “The 
quality of care and the 
safety and comfort of 
our patients are top pri¬ 
orities for the L&D 
Hospital. 

“Squeezing the affect¬ 
ed area, in this case 
Herbie’s hand, is the 
correct clinical proce¬ 
dure to follow when a 
the fluid from an intra¬ 
venous injection goes 
into the tissue instead 
of the vein. 

“Although this can be 
uncomfortable it needs 
to be done immediately 
to prevent tissue dam¬ 
age by dispersing the 
fluid. 

“Our paediatric team 
always try to minimise 
pain and discomfort for 
children and the L&D 
Hospital has formally 
apologised to the 
Herbie’s parents for any 
distress caused.” 


Council seeks more savings 


PROPOSALS in a review of the 
Community Development Service 
could see community centres run 
by a third sector organisation. 

Councillors at Luton Borough 
Council will meet tomorrow to dis¬ 
cuss whether or not to start a 
consultation looking at the possi¬ 
bility of giving a local third sector 
organisation the responsibility of 
managing 12 community centres. 

The Community Development 
Service operates a number of 


schemes at an annual cost of 
£3,05 million, with £1.26 million 
being spent on running the com¬ 
munity centres. 

A council document states that 
transferring this responsibility to a 
‘suitable local third sector partner 
organisation’ would mean a 
reduction in costs for council. 

This report says the organisation 
would take advantage of dona¬ 
tions from Luton Airport and other 
sources of financial support. 


If accepted in the future, the 
plans would affect 63 staff who 
would have to be transferred 
under TUPE arrangements. 

A council spokesman said: “It is 
very important to emphasise that 
the Executive is not being asked to 
make a decision on the future of 
the service. They will consider 
whether the council will undertake 
a detailed 90 day consultation 
looking at the feasibility of this 
and other options.”

Figures reveal quality 
of council schooling

PARENTS in the town have a 62 
per cent chance of their children 
attending a good or outstanding 
primary school, a report has 
revealed. 

Ofsted, the education watch¬ 
dog, released its annual report 
this week in which it detailed the 
findings of inspections of schools 
in the 150 local authorities in 
England. 

The document is based on 
Ofsted’s inspection judgements 
of schools in all 150 local authori¬ 
ties in England. 

In the report, Luton Borough 


Council is listed in the bottom 
half of local authorities in the 
country in its provision of good or 
outstanding primary schools to 
children in the town. 

Neighbouring authority 
Bedford had a percentage of 85 
per cent while Central 
Bedfordshire was ranked as hav¬ 
ing 83 per cent. 

After the report was published 
on Tuesday, Sir Michael Wilshaw, 
Ofsted’s chief inspector, said of 
the judgements generally: “The 
inequities for local children are 
stark. This is completely unac¬ 
ceptable. 

He added: “We need to find out 
what is happening, and inspect 


where necessary. 

“We will also work with local 
areas to support them and help 
them link up with best practice.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Council said: “All schools in 
Luton are sharply focused on 
improvement, and all have strat¬ 
egies in place to achieve an out¬ 
standing judgement by Ofsted. 

“Pupils receive a range of provi¬ 
sion to meet their individual 
needs in classrooms and when 
they are withdrawn for one to one 
tuition. The full report by Her 
Majesty’s Chief Inspector has yet 
to be digested; however, Luton is 
in a position to meet the chal¬ 
lenges contained within.”

Once we have inspected a business, it is awarded a rating ranging from zero (urgent 
improvement necessary) to five (very good). Each business receives a certificate to show 
what rating it was awarded, and encouraged to display it for customers to see. 

All the ratings are available on the Food Standards Agency website 

www.food.gov.uk/ratings 

It's really easy to check - go to the website and click on 'find your area' and in the eastern 
counties you will be able to follow the links to Luton. You can then search by name of 
business, and by street or postcode. 

The scheme is run by almost all UK counties, so you will be able to check on restaurants 
outside Luton too. You can also download a free smartphone app from Google Play 
(food.gov.uk/app-android) or iTunes (food.gov.uk/app-itunes) to check the scores while 
you are on the move.

Goodes then made his way to a 
petrol station on Castle Street, 
where he bought a fuel can and a 


lighter, before filling the contain¬ 
er with £2.94 of diesel and mak¬ 
ing off without paying. 

He then returned to Park Street, 
where he used the fuel and lighter 
to set alight to a property near to 
the pub. 

CCTV operators saw the blaze 
and both police and fire services 
were called to the scene. Goodes 
was still there where he was 
arrested, telling officers: “I done 
it, I’m not going to lie.” 

Damage to fence panels, gate¬ 
posts, and support struts was val¬ 
ued at £475. 

Defence solicitor Jimmy Killen 
said: “Mr Goodes is a man with 
learning difficulties and attend¬ 


ed a special needs school when he 
was younger. 

“In relation to the offence, he 
was ridiculed by a couple of 
bouncers who stole his phone, 
which was later recovered. 

“But this was not a revenge 
attack as the property that was 
damaged does not relate to the 
property where the incident 
occurred. 

“It was sheer frustration, which 
he vented by setting fire to this 
particular property. 

“He says that he doesn’t know 
what was going through his mind 
at the time.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case 
until December 21.

Illegal immigrant care 
worker is spared jail

A WOMAN who illegally worked 
in a care home for the elderly has 
escaped going to prison. 

Sekai Mashingaidze, of Downs 
Road, Luton, was an overstayer in 
the UK after an asylum bid had 
been turned down. 

But she was able to produce a 
forged letter purporting to be 
from the Home Office stating she 
had permission to work here. As a 
result, Mashingaidze was able to 
get work caring for old folk at the 
care home called Rosebery House 
in Rosebery Avenue, Harpenden. 

But on Thursday at Luton Crown 


Court Judge Richard Foster 
showed her mercy when he 
passed a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. Sentencing her to six 
months suspended for a year the 
judge told her she had worked 
hard at the care home for five 
years and during that time had 
paid tax and National Insurance. 

Mashingaidze from Zimbabwe 
pleaded guilty to possessing a 
false identity document with 
intent, obtaining a pecuniary 
advantage by deception and 
fraud. 

The court heard she had come 
to the UK in 2002. She entered the 
country lawfully and was entitled 
to stay here six months. She then 


applied for asylum but was even¬ 
tually turned down. 
Mashingaidze remained in this 
country but her status meant she 
could not work. However said 
Erin Haupt, defending, she didn’t 
want to be a burden but to pay her 
own way and decided to seek 
work. In 2006 she made contact 
with the care home and after pro¬ 
ducing the forged letter, got a job 
caring for old folk. 

Miss Haupt said: “She came to 
the UK intending to bring her 
children over and raise them 
here. She regrets what she has 
done. She didn’t want to rely on 
the charity of others. She wanted 
to earn a living.”

JAMES Smith’s touring exhibition ‘London 
Overspill’ touches down at Departure 
Lounge with ‘Luton Overlay’ - a photo¬ 
graphic interpretation of Luton’s post-war 
built environment. 

‘Luton Overlay’ is part of ‘London Overspill’ 
a touring exhibition organised by the 
University of Hertfordshire Galleries (UH 
Galleries) that will continue to Stevenage 
and Peterborough in 2013 and compile a 
comprehensive survey of the region’s post 
war architectural typologies. 

Smith is a recent graduate of the Royal 
College of Art and he has an encyclopaedic 
photographic knowledge of the remarkably 
varied building styles and materials, which 
are a defining architectural characteristic of 
much of post-war urban Britain. 

His fascination with the urban landscape 
of the past caused him to single out Luton 
as he wanted to see how today’s residents 
fit in to and use the cityscape. 

Smith’s work picks out the town’s often 
unnoticed or unseen architectural details 
producing a panorama which is at turns 
angular, elegant and even sculptural. 

He was commissioned by the Departure 
Lounge and UH Galleries to closely observ¬ 
ing and photograph the town over recent 
months, with a view of producing a picture 
which will be unfamiliar even to people who 
have lived in the town all their lives. 

Post-war modernist architecture was orig¬ 
inally ‘imported’ to the UK by European 
architects escaping tyranny and war on the 
continent. 

Admission to the exhibition is free and you 
can arrange an appointment or visit during 
2pm-6pm on Thursday and Friday, or 
between 1pm-6pm on Saturday.

If you need to know where the 
sweet spot in the Toyota Auris 
range is, you're looking right at it 
in the shape of the 1.33 Edition.

TWO DOWN, one to go. Luton Town won the 
second part of a three-match trilogy against 
Dorchester Town yesterday to ensure they are 
in the hat for the third round draw of the FA 
Cup. 

Goals from Andre Gray and Alex Lawless put 
Luton in front before Arran Pugh pulled one 
back for the South-coast side. But Luton were 
good value for their win, which lands them 
prize money of £27,500, opens the prospect of

The hosts came closest 25 minutes in after a 
neat interchange between JJ O’Donnell and left 
back Lathaniel Rowe-Turner, whose driven 


cross was headed narrowly over by the influen¬ 
tial Lawless at the far post. 

Five minutes later, however, Gray silenced his 
doubters by finding his way to the byline and 
showing great footwork to cut inside and find 
the near bottom corner to open the scoring. 

The goal was no more than the home side 
deserved and the striker’s individual brilliance 
was the spark Luton needed to further enforce 
their early dominance. 

Gray came close again three minutes before 
half time with a curled effort which drifted 
over Jason Matthews’ goal, before the lively 
O’Donnell grazed the far post with a crisp 
angled drive which left the crowd in awe.

prevent any threat of a Dorchester counter¬ 
attack to keep the score at 1-0 as the half-time 
whistle went.

LUTON boxer Jordan Reynolds is relish¬ 
ing the prospect of taking on Kaseem 
Mahmood in Thursday’s National Club 
for Young People’s Championships final 
but admits he is scared of losing. 

Reynolds earnt the right to fight 
Mahmood in Stoke-on-Trent after a last- 
round semi-final defeat of Welshman 
Connor Gethin, in front of vehement 
home support last month and is looking to 
avenge his defeat in last year’s final to 
Aled Cooke.

LUTON TOWN manager Paul 
Buckle says he wants to draw a 
Premier League side in today’s 
FA Cup third-round following 
the 2-1 win at home to 
Dorchester yesterday after¬ 
noon.
